New Snap Beans Developed By Woof on Farmer 
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raised nine children, all of whom were sen4 
to boardng achool. Seven have been teachers, 
as were John and Mallle during the early years 
of their married life. 

Still active at elghty-one. John owns and 
manages the livestock enterprise on the farm. 
Presently he ha* thirty Hereford and Short- 
horn cattle and a dozen Hampshire hogs. 



he has remained at tbe Job mainly because of 
his deep interest in developing new varieties 
of beans. 

These new kinds are developed by cross, 
breeding, and to date a dozen good to excel- 
lent ones have been selected. Seven of these 
varieties have appeared at markets In Clay, 
licslle, Perry, Harlan and Letcher Counties. 
They Include: Longstring, discontinued In 

1950; Burrhead, first sold in ’55; Large and 
Small Pole Fall Beans. Introduced in ’.58 and 
’61 respectively; Musketeer, ’58; White Bush 
Fall, ’60; and Kentucky Mountain Stringless, 
marketed in limited quantities for the first 
time this* season in Perry and Leslie counties 
only. 

The five remaining varieties are; Midget 
White Bush Fall; Giant White Runners; a 
white bush snap bean, as yet unnamed; Junior 
Shadrach; and Shadrach Pole Fall Beans. None 
of these five have been sold, but Hamilton 
says that some of them are the best to come 
out of experiments being carried on at the 
farm. Most promising are Junior Shadrach and 
Shadrach Pole Fall beans. Sufficient seed have 
been harvested to warrant growing Shadrach 
Pole for market as snap beans next season. 
Because of their earliness, they should appear 
at food tores by August 1st. 

Originator’s descriptions of all varieties 
above follows: 

BURRHEAD. The vines are semLrunning 
like White Half Runner, but somewhat less 
vigorous. Pods are 4 to 5 inches long, well fill- 
ed and have strings. About a week earlier than 



commercial half runners. Seed white. 

SMALL poo: FAUL. Like commenclal 
pole fall beans, except about a week earlier 
and may be planted early or late and still pro. 
duce tender pods 4 inches long that become 
splashed with carmine at maturity. 

IJIRGE POLE FALL. Developed by 
crossing October Beans with local fall bean. 
Has growing habits of October Pole beans and 
demands same soil conditions, but, unlike its 
parent, it produces no tough pods. 

MUSKETEER POLE FALL BEANS. Vine, 
short runner type with yellow pods which be. 
come splashed with carmine. Pods are flat, 
short. 3 1 2 to 4 inches long. Have distinct 
fall bean flavor and excell as canning variety. 
A very delicate sort that is no longer offered 
wholesale as green snaps because they do not 
hold up in handling. 

WHITE BUSH FALL. True bunch vines 
with pods 6” long. Seed white and pods used 
as snap* have fine flavor but contain a soft 
fiiber. for which reason this bean does not sell 
well in some places. The variety is early and 
very resistant to disease. 

KENTUCKY MOUNTAIN STRINGLESS. 
Half runner without strings. Perfectly tender 
at all stages of growth. Seed white. Pods 4" 
to 5” inches long, deeply curved in bow shape. 
Fine flavor with texture of fall bean. Test 
show it to be resistant to bacterial blight and 
rust. 

MIDGET WHITE FALL. A bunch fall 
bean with small flat pods 3” to 4" long with 
white seed. Has fine flavor. It is not early. 



For the past seventeen years Carl Hamil. 
ton, who lives on Upper Wooton’i Creek near 
the Perry-Lealie County line, has made his liv. 
ing almost entirely by growin|!»and marketing 
snap beans. It has been a dif^ult task since 
there is not a level acre ln*bft> place on the 
farm, and work has been don%!tith mules and 
hand implements. ^ ^ 

Hamilton says that he knows of no other 
employment where he would have done so 
much wrk for so little financial reward, and 



ripening somewhat later than regular half 
runners. 

GIANT WHITE RUNNERS. HaM runner 
that produces pods fully twice as large as com. 
mon half runners. Tender with white seed. 
As yet have not been tested fpr flavor. 

White Bunch, unnamed. Vigorous bush 
bean producing short, plump pods In abun. 
dance. Not stringless, but tender with good 
flavor. Old pods rust; otherwise, disease re. 
sistance not known. 

JUNIOR SHADRACH. This is the first 
true bush fall bean experienced to develop 
red marking on pods and remain tender. Has 
texture and flavor of pole fall beans. Is ear. 
Her than half runners. Selected from cross In 
'62. Should be ready for market two years 
hence. 

SHADRACH POIjK FALL. Vines appear 
weak but will grow six feet tall and bear 
heavily. Pods large, oval, 6” long, curved and 
develop “strawberry” color early. More resis- 
tant to disease than any fall beans grown on 
Hamilton farm in ’63. This bean is early, has 
real fall bean flavor and cooks well. 

The farm where the foregoing beans were 
developed is located in a sparsely settled sec. 
tion of upper Wooton’s Creek and extends in- 
to Macey’s Creek in Perry County. It has been 
owned by Hamilton’s for enarly a Century. 
Here Carl lives with his wife Edna, their 
daughter Anita and his parents, John and Mal- 
lie Farler Hamilton. 

John and Mallie have lived on the farm 
since their marriage fiftynine years ago. They

Waterways appear in 
blue and county boundaries, 
county and city names in gray.
